Turner also said the United States should not be fooled into thinking a 


change in Saviet leadership would produce major changes in the two country's 
relations. 


Commenting on the Middle East, he said the United States should keep its eye 
clearly on its interests there. a | 


‘'We have to walk a very delicate line in trying to be friends with two sides 
who are enemies with each other,’' he said. ‘'What we can't afford is to get 


bogged down in something like Lebanon, which is not vital to our interests in 
that area.'' 


He defined the United States’ interests in the area as those of protecting 
Israel and oil. . 
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
